Washington, September 29.—-Long 
distance wireless telephone cOmmuni- 
cation was accomplished for the first 


over several months culminated in suc- 
lcessful transmission of the human 
| voice by radio from Arlington, Va., 
'to Mare Island, Cal., 2,500 miles away. 

The experiments were conducted un- 
der direction of Captain Bullard, chief 
of the navy’s radio service, in co-op- 
eration with the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company and the West- 
ern Electric company. Secretary Dan- 
iels, announcing the result tonight, 
predicted that further development of 
wireless telephony would make great 
changes in long distance communica- 
tidén both for military and naval sery- 
ice in commercial usage. 

Successful operation of a device for 
automatically transferring to the radio 
telephone conversations Originating 
on wire circuits also was accomplished. 
President Theodore N. Vail and other

$500 for retail dealers in malt extracts, 
$1,000 per annum for wholesale dealers 
in malt liquors. 

The funds thus received are to be 
equally divided between the state and 
county, and used exclusively for pub- 


lic schools. Under the terms of the 
bill elections are to be held not oftener 
than every five years.

Captan McCoy Reports Pri- 
vate ohnson Was Killed 
and Head and Ears Carried 


Away as Souvenirs, 


San Attonio, Texas, September 29.— 
Captain *rank R. McCoy, commanding 
United ‘States troops about Mission, 
Texas,. @ported to the southern de- 
partmen’ today a synopsis of a sworn 
statemeit he secured from Guadalupe 
Cuellar, who was said to be a member 
of the tand of Mexicans who attacked 
the detichment of United States sol- 
diers a’ Progreso crossing September 
23 and 24. 

Accowding to the. statement this 
band of Mexicans under command of 
Carransak officers, @verpowered one of 
the American soldiers at the crossing, 
presumably Private Richard Johnson, 
and he was carried prisoner to the 
Mexican side-oef the Rio Grande. 

He was then shot to death, the 
statement continues, and his head and 
ears were cut off and carried away 
as souvenirs. The body was thrown 
into the Rio Grande, according to 
Cuellar. ; 

The horses and arms captured from 
the deachment of American soldiers, 
were taken across the river and held 
‘in the curatel of the Carranza sol- 
diers, a short distance from the scene 
of the fight, according to the state- 
ment. 

No report has been made to the 
southern department of finding the 
headless body which would tend to 
confirm the statement of Cuellar.

TO TAKE SOUTH TEXAS. 

Browrmsville, Texas, September 29.—

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A DUTY OF THE STATE. 


The enforcement of the anti-narcotic 
laws—federal, state and city—is striking 
Straight enough in curbing the mercenary 
hyenas who secretly dispensed dangerous 
drugs to the unfortunates that, through no 
fault of their own, have become drug- 
addicts. 

The law’s purpose is to reach the dealers 
who conduct this nefarious business at the 
expense of victims of this life-sapping habit, 
and it is rounding them up and imposing 
penalties wherever possible. 

_ But there the law stops, and there is 
where the penalty of its enforcement ig felt 
by the drug-addict who, suddenly deprived 
- Of his panacea for the very pain it has cre- 
ated, turns in vain to the law for relief. 

*. He is in a pitiable plight; what he needs 
then is kindly care in some institution where 
proper treatment may be given him—where 
by cegrees his will-power may be stretizth- 
enec until, completely restored, he returns 
to a sane, normal condition. 

There is an institution of this character 
In Atlanta, where the drug-addict may ob- 
tain relief; free treatment is offered him, 
and many have availed themselves of its 
services; but there are restrictions, made 
necessary, by the limitations of the insti- 
tution: The applicant must be a resident 
of Fulton county. 

If he cannot qualify as such, and he is 
too poor to pay -for treatment in other in- 
stitutions where payment is required, he 
turns to the state for rélief; but the state 
answers: “We cannot help you: There is 
no provision for you—no appropriation that 
covers your case. The only ones in your 
condition that we can help are the con- 
victs in the penitentiary. We can do noth- 
ing for you so long as you are pét in the 
penitentiary.” > 

Here- is where it should be possible for 
the state to co-operate with organized socie- 
ty through local efforts for the relief of this 
moneyless, friendless class, whpse suffering 
makes such strong appeal; its burden is one 
Humanity must bear: it oiced in the 
pathetic letter of a woman, published. in a 
recent issue of The Constitution, in which, 
in an earnest cry for help, she wrote:

The greater number of those who need

The \state cares only for its convict-vic- 
tims of that habit, and now the appeal 
reaches it from sorrowing hearts and homes 
—from victims in surer chains than the 
striped-clothed beneficiaries of the state’s 
enforced charity. 

There should be state relief at the earli- 
est moment possible. Humanity appeals 
for it. 


ENGLAND’S HEAVY BURDEN. 

Of credit of all the European countries 
now engaged in conflict, that of England is 
undoubtedly the best. Offered as collateral

than those of France, Italy, Germany or 
Austria.

declined 65 per cént or there- 

abouts in’ comparison with the Amerftan 

dollar, its decline has been less, in every in- 

stance than that of the monetary standards 
of the other countries now waging war. 


Financially and commercially, therefore, . 


England is unquestionably the most favored 
nation involved in the conflict, and yet 
England is incurring penalties that are more 
than staggering. Notwithstanding her recent 
five billion dollar loan negotiated and sold 
among her own people, she is now confronted 
by the necessity of raising another enormous 
war budget, and finds tgxation, heavy taxa- 
tion, her only recourse. 

Ultimately, of course, that $5,000,000,000 
loan must be paid by taxation, but that may 
be scattered over a long term of years. and 
the weight of it thus minimized; but to meet 
new expenses immediate taxation must be 
brought into play, and as parfament is 
planning it, the new war budget is going di- 
rectly into the home even of the laborer to 
take the bread from his table. 

Not only are .the very wealthy to be 
called upon to contribute more than one- 
third of their revenue, but the man earning 
only $15 a week for the support of himself 
and family is to be called upon for an in- 
come tax. The penny postage4s to be ubol- 
ished, and the weight of 2-cent mail will be 
decreased. Telegrams, a government monop- 
oly, are to cost 50 per cént more. 
must pay an additional 2 cents a pound. 
Luxuries, so-called, such ag automobiles, 
moving picture films, clocks, watches, mu- 
sical.instruments, plate glass and hats, are to 
be taxed 331-3 per cent. ‘ 

These are but a few of the sources of new 
revenue to meet the additional war budget. 
What will it come to if the war continues a 
couple of years longer, and there is no assur- 
ance’ that it will not? The imagination is 
appalled in the attempt to picture it. 

We worry over our own misfortunes even 
in a year of ordinary business depression, 
notwithstanding the next year may bring us 
redoubled prosperity; but compared to the 
situation faced by England, even as the most 
favored financially of all the belligerent na- 
tions, our year of greatest business dépres- 
sion is almost a luxurious bed of roses. 

We are fortunate, exceedingly fortunate, 
regardless of our trials. We may never know 
just how lucky we really are, unless we be- 
come involved in some such conflict as that 
now weighting down England. If it takes 
that to find out, God grant we may remain 
in ignorance. 


THE WRONG TIME. 


Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the _ explorer, 
either ought to have discovered that new 
Arctic land he has recently announced, two 
or three years ago, or waited half a dozen 
years before doing it. From the standpoint 
of public interest, he selected the wrong time 
for discovering and heralding the discovery 
of new land, whether in the Arctic regions or 
anywhere else. 

We seriously doubt whether even “Doc” 
Cook or Lieutenant Peary, returning direct 
from the North Pole, in the high tide of 
European slaughter and all the complications 
it involves, could have created even a sur- 
face ripple of enthusiasm. As it was, they got 
back to ciyjlization with their tales just as 
the world was itching for a new sensation, 
and they furnished it. 

But Stefansson, whose discovery may far 
surpass in value the fact that a man got 
somewhere near the North Pole, didn’t even 
break in on the front page in the day’s néws; 
he was shifted over where they print the 
news about county fairs, society doings and 
theymarkets. It is all important enough, it is 
true, but it lacks the flourish; and so far as 
we can recall there has not yet been printed 
a single Stefansson picture or cartoon. 

A true explorer and discoverer, this is 
probably ‘not worrying Stefansson to any 
creat extent. But it is strikingly illustrative 
of the fact that there can De a wrong time 
to do big things. 

History and the future may take good 
care of Explorer Stefansson, after the Euro- 
pean war is well removed from the stage, 
and the footlights have been cut off. But 
in the meantime the people are having just 
a little bit too much to think about to con- 
cern themselves ‘with discoveries of new 
lands in the Arctic or a new kind of animal 
in African jungles. 

We are willing to wager that a certain 
well-known politician and jungle expert who 
lives on the outskirts of the metropolis of 
Oyster Bay, will plan no more forest ex- 
plorations in Africa, South America or else- 
where until European guns have been finally 
and effectually silenced.

Controlling Cancer in England.

Portsmouth was the first municipality in 
England to undertake a public educational 
campaign for the control of cancer and it 
would appear that the measures adopted in 
1913 are already taking effect. The an- 
nual report of the medical officer of health, 
Dr. A. Mearns Fraser, for the year 1914, 
which has just been received, states that 
there were only 197 deaths from cancer in 
Portsmouth last year as compared with 230 
in 1913. This decrease, which occurs in the 
face of an increase of population, is hailed 
with satisfaction by the Portsmouth sanitary 
authorities as justifying their efforts to re- 
duce the cancer death rate by persuading 
persons who are attacked with this disease 
to avoid delay and to seek treatment be- 
fore it is too late for more than palliative 
measures. Dr. Fraser reports that from 
statements made to him by local medical 
men the publication of circulars and news- 
paper articles by the health department 
has been instrumental in inducing a nuim- 
ber of persons suffering from early operable 
cancer to secure treatment, the result of 
which it is hoped will be permanent, 

When the educational measures were put 
in force two yearS ago, the cancer death 
rate of the city had for a long period been 
increasing. Twenty -years ago the average 
death rate from cancer in Portsmouth was 
6.79 per 10,000 of the population, but in 1913 
it had risen to 9.16 per 10,000. In that year 
the total number of deaths was only 34 less 
than were caused by tubercuiosis. W hile 
admitting that the increase in the recorded 
cancer death rate might have been caused 
in part by improved methods of diagnosis, 
the health committee of the Portsmouth 
town council nevertheless believed that the 
present number of deaths was unnecessarily 
large, and they felt it incumbent to adopt 
whatever measures might lessen the rav- 
ages of the disease. The initiative came 
from Dr. Charles P. Childe, senior surgeon 
of the Royal Portsmouth hospital and a 
member of the health committee of the town 
council. As early as 1906 Dr. Childe in his 
book “The Control of the Scourge” had giv- 
en to the public the benefit of his extended 
experience with cancer. At his suggestion 
the Portsmouth authorities in 1913 began a 
campaign of public education under the of- 
ficial auspices of the heaith department. The 
methods adopted included the monthly pub- 
lication in the local newspapers of articles 
regarding cancer and the printing and distri- 
bution of a health department circular. on 
the subject. Arrangements were made for 
periodical lectures to midwives, nurses, and 
to those engaged in social work in Ports- 
meth. The health department further 
made provision for free microscopical ex- 
aminatj@a and reports on suspected cancer- 
ous growths in order to assist physicians in 
immediate diagnosis in the case of patients 
who were unable to pay for such laboratory 
service. The experience of the Portsmouth 
authorities had been that by far the major- 
ity of patients who presented themselves at 
hospitals suffering from cancer exhibited the 
disease in a stage §€oo advanced to be cured 
It was held that the reason for this delay 
in seeking advice was not as a rule because 
patients feared operation, but because they 
were ignorant that they were suffering from 
anything serious until they began to suffe 
pain. The fact that cancer at its onset 
almost always painless should be 
realized in order that the public may 
the importance of other symptoms 
will enable them to recognize the 
in the early stages when it can 
always be successfully removed by 
tent surgery.
